Washington. May 26 
(AP)—The 
Glass banking bill, designed to pre­ 
vent a recurrence of such a financial 
emergency as rocked the country on 
March 4. precipitating the bank 
holiday, was passed Thursday by the 
senate after less than four hours for 
debate. 
Revised 
considerably from the 
form in which it held the senate in 
prolonged dispute and filibuster last 
session, the bill was passed without 
the formality of a record vote. 
It carries 
provisions 
for 
both 
emergency and 
permanent 
insur­ 
ance of bank deposits and calls for 
the severance of banking 
and in­ 
vestment businesses. 
Like the bill 
of the last session, it bore the name 
of Senator Carter Glass (Dem., Va.), 
who led the long fight for the legis­ 
lation. 
The measure now goes to confer­ 
ence to reconcile differences between 
the senate bill and the one passed 
by the house Tuesday. The two are 
similar except for slightly different 
deposit insurance provisions. 
While the legislation has not been 
made part of the Roosevelt program, 
its backers hope the president will 
sign it. 
Senator Lang (Dem., L.), who led 
the 
filibuster 
against 
the Glass 
measure last, session, said he favor­ 
ed the new one because it contained 
"protection for 
the 
little bank 
which the last bill didn't have." 
An amendment providing for the 
insurance of deposits in all banks 
for one year, beginning July I. after 
which time the Glass permanent in­ 
surance fund would begin to oper­ 
ate, was put Into the bill at the re­ 
quest of Senator Vandenberg (Rep., 
Mich). 
It also was approved without a 
roll call. It provides for the insur­ 
ance of deposits up to $2,500 in fed­ 
eral 
reserve 
member banks and 
state 
banks 
certified 
by 
state 
authorities to be solvent. 
The participating banks would be 
assessed one-half of one per cent of 
their total deposits to set up the 
fund. 
They could be assessed sn 
additional sum if necessary after 
January I, 1934. 
During the life of the fund, which 
the treasury would back with an ap­ 
propriation of $10,000,000, no par­ 
ticipant could pay more than 2S 
per cent on Insured deports. 
The Glass insurance clause, to be­ 
come operative July I, 1934. creates 
a corporation with assets approach­ 
ing $2,000,000,000 to guard deposits 
in reserve member banks and to 
speed up the liquidation of closed 
Institutions. 
The first 
$10,000 of a deposit 
would be fully guaranteed all from 
$10,000 to $50,000 would be insured 
up to seventy-five per cent, and all 
over $50,(MMI by fifty par cent. 
Tile corporation would be capital­ 
ized by subscription of $150,000,000 
from the treasury; 
half 
the re­ 
serves of federal reserve banks, and 
one-half of one per rent of the de­ 
posits in member banks
